The recent meeting of the bondhold- 
ora of the Northern Pacific Railroad in 
New York was a large one^ several 
mlUiona of dollars being represented 
from all parts of the United jStates, and 
we are told 
the New York Tríbune 
that the meeting was remarkably, har­ 
monious, a general feeling of confidence 
being manifested in the merits of the 
enterprise, and in the value of the 
property. An equally etrong feeling of 
ooafidence was expressed by those pres­ 
ent in the integrity and ability of the 
management, and there was a strong 
desire, shown throughout the session to. 
put the road through at the earliest 
possible opj^r^nity. 
Hon. L. D. M. Sweet, of Maine, pre­ 
aided, on the motion of Mr. George W. 
0 ms, the President. Mr. Cass’ address 
to the bondholders was the most im­ 
portant feature of the meeting. He set 
tbrth the advantages of the 'ronte and 
the value of the property in a way that 
would seemed to have inspired a san­ 
guine confidence in the success of the 
enterprise. He cited the Union Pacific

This, in my opinion, ik a fuagnificent 
thing. I coincide witb oi^r, Bufbrd cor­ 
respondent in all his views," but there 
seepas to have been one item left out, 
which I think of great importance, and 
I desire to bring it forward because, it 
is not only felt by the men of his com­ 
mand, but it has been a snjbject of great 
discnMion; it is simply in regard to 
prisoners, it is considered nothing, 
commonly speaking^ to see from two to 
four prisoners at any military post 
along the frontier, serving^ sentences 
for desertion, sleeping on post, or some 
such violation of army regulations of 
that nature. But it is not so at this 
post. To the best of my knowledge 
there has been na prisoner or prisoners 
in the guard bouse for any such crime 
for over a year. 
There has, however, 
been a few exceptional ciases of prison­ 
ers tried by Field Officer's Court, and 
their confinement was of short duration; 
true enough, theró has been a great deal 
of labor performed at this post by the 
soldiers; the major part, however, I 
consider beneficent and of vital impor­ 
tance to the populance of the post, as 
far as the ditching around the Garrison 
is concerned, is very good, in fact, the 
best of all,for there is a noxions visitor 
known as the mosquito, which seems to 
be adapted to this climate in wet sea­ 
sons obly. So terrible is their visita­ 
tion that it is almost impossible to ex­ 
ist in their midst, to which I consider 
the forementioned improvement will 
prove a friend in need this spring and 
summer, in carrying off all water and 
filth from the vicinity of the post, by 
this, showing that their construction is 
of great interest to the commonwealth. ^ 
But say there was ^o possible escape 
for all this filth that accumulated around 
a large post like this, anq for the water 
that is deposited every year in the low 
lands by the bvei^ow of the Missouri 
River, add melting of snow from the 
surrounding country, and allow it to 
rest there and become stagnant, it 
would bring forth millions of mosquitos 
besides be a diraository of animalcolo 
existence, tb which - the ditches is ad 
antidote, and a channel by "Which the 
foul and sickly ^matter is - conveyed - to 
the Missouri River,> whose turbulent 
waters, in its celerity, hnrls it firo.m Onr 
midst, thus liroving a conservator, to 
health. This post, in fact, has underv 
went a thoroogh renovation under the 
supervision of Géneral Hazen, which by 
authenticated (acts has .snppressdd all 
foul and unhealthy ^ substance, which 
would have, in some degree, a tendency, 
if allowed to remain, to spread an epi­ 
demic among us which would tend to 
depopulate Car 
now beautiful and 
healthy post—I say beautiful because it 
is one of the neatest and cleanest posts 
that has ever been my good fortnne to 
serve at. It can be found in a credit­ 
able condition at any time, rendered so 
by faithful service of the Boys in blue, 
but, nevertheless, there is plenty to do 
here:
